In response to the Office Action mailed July 17, 2007, Applicant submits the following 

remarks. 

Upon reviewing the Office Action, it was noted that the Office Action was based on the 
claims as originally filed, rather than the claims as amended via the Preliminary Amendment 
filed on May 16, 2005. Applicant's representative, Melissa A. Beede, spoke with the Examiner 
by telephone on Friday, July 27, 2007 to discuss the same. The Examiner said that she would 
look into whether a new Office Action addressing the pending claims could be issued. The 
Examiner followed up with a telephone call on August 1, 2007 and left a message. In her 
message, the Examiner stated that a formal response needed to be submitted, but that such 
response need not include arguments and could simply cite our conversation.
